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Nobel Prize-winning scientist to join the Australian Wine Research Institute

Winemaker and Nobel Prize-winning astronomer, Prof. Brian P. Schmidt, AC, FAA, FRS will join the 
Board of the Australian Wine Research Institute (AWRI) as a special qualifications director in 
February 2014.

Brian is also the owner operator of Maipenrai Vineyard and Winery in the Canberra District — a small 
producer of high quality Pinot Noir wines. 


Commenting on his appointment, Prof. Schmidt said, “As a new member of the AWRI Board | am 
keen to support the AWRI in continuing to undertake world class research that yields practical 
solutions for the wine industry, with success marked by industry uptake and competitive 
advantages’.
